A New Voltaic Mechanic Agent. 


In alate Number of the London Che- 
mist, the Editor announces, that be has 
made a discovery of a perpetual mechani- 
cal power, by theuse of the Voltaic bat- 
tery, which he conceives may be soapplied 
to all mechanical purposes, as even to su- 
percede the use of Steam. This power, he 
says, may be generated by decomposing 
water by means of galvanic electricity, 
and re-composing the resulting gases by 
flame, or by the electric spark. By this 
means, we generate a power, (the two 
gases) equal to an additional atmosphere; 
and when we have thus generated this at- 
mosphere, we may form a perfect vacuum 
by inaming and condensing the gases. 
We have first, a power equal to the at- 
mosphere; and next, we have a perfect 
vacuum: the volume of the gases is di- 
minished near two thousand times. The 
application of this power, first to raise a 
piston, and afterwards to let it fall in the 
vacuum we create, is too obvions to need 
further explanation. Vhus, by a continn- 
ed production of electricity, which is ge- 
neratedl by a Voltaic battery, we may go 
on decoii posing and re-composing water, 
producing without interrupuon, an enor- 
mous power, with apparently inadequate 
means.
